Uncle Sam's Army now thas
a ¢ streamlined -diet wnd a
streamlined marketbasket
with: which .to go 'shoppirg
for: 1,200,000 hungry appetites.

This: change . in “'menus and
shopping _hahits, which < toagk
place in Army camps, pasts
and stations all over the
country May 1, means not
only better balanced' meals for
draftees but probably better
balanced budgets for many
farmers, truck gardeners and
small producers.

Under the new system, mili-
tary marketing specialists are®

_buying. directly from: the pro:

duger, These specialists, more-
over, do all the purchasing for
all the’ Army posts and camps
in’ their area. Under the old
system in efféct until last
week, each company mess pur-

'chaaed its own food, with the

result that in a single area
as many as 200 to 300 mess
officers might be required to
keep Army ¢amp’ larders
stocked.

The field ration plan is like-
wise designed to make pos-
sible much more frequent pur-
chases of fresh fruits and veg-
etables, so the small producers
and even home gardeners may
find an Army market for
products. " As
riculture Department offici-
als point out, the motor truck
will here play a vital role be-

lying farms dlrect.ly'to Army
posts. Direct farm to market
routes are, of ‘course, ‘nothing
new to California; many of
its larger cities now receive’
bya motor catrier from 70 to
95 per cent of thelr daily
supplies of fresh farm and
dairy products. ;
The Army’s decision to put
all its shopping for a single
area In one basket, instead of
in 200 or 300, will insure sol-
diers a minimum of 5,000 cal-
ories a day, provide better
balanced diets for all men and
make for more satisfactory re-
lations with farm producers
